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Saturday night’s all right for Elton as star to perform 

MUSIC LEGEND IS 
SET FOR BANKS'S

THOUSANDS of gig goers will flock to 
Walsall as music icon Elton John per¬ 
forms in the town this weekend. 

The international star will be holding his first 
concert in the borough at the Banks’s Stadium on 
Saturday night in what has been hailed as a ‘coup.’ 

An army of up to 14,000 fans are expected to watch the 
star of hits such as Rocket Man and Don’t Let the Sun 
Go Down On Me. 

Extra trains have been put on for the concert to cope 
with the public demand while a regular bus service is 
provided by the number 45 which runs between Walsall 
and West Bromwich. There is also a 40IE service. 

After the show trains from Bescot station towards Birming¬ 
ham will run at 10.43pm, 11.13pm and 11.43pm and to 
Walsall at 11pm and 11.41pm. 

Gig goers are being encouraged to use public transport 
where possible due to limited car parking space around 
the ground. 

Only around 850 parking bays are available with some 
of the Banks’s Stadium site needed for concert infra¬ 
structure and corporate use. 

Walsall FC has secured the use of nearby sites to help cope 
with the expected number of vehicles. 

Around 95 car parking areas will be provided at nearby Barh- 
ale and another 200 at the Joseph Leckie car park at a cost of £5. 

There are around 430 next to the stadium, which will cost 
£10, and can be booked in advance by calling 01922 651416. 

Warned 

A further 122 spaces will be made available for gig-goers at 
the Bescot Stadium station, at a cost of £5 a space. 

Motorists have warned that Bescot Crescent from the en¬ 
trance to Bescot Retail Park to the junction at Brockhurst Cres¬ 
cent will be closed from 6pm on the day of the show. 

It marks a return to the West Midlands for the singer who 
once put on a concert at Wolverhampton’s Civic Hall in 1970s. 

Officials have already spoken of their delight at getting such 
a big name in the music industry to the town. 

Chief Executive of Walsall FC Stefan Gamble said: “We are 
delighted to have been chosen as a venue for Elton John’s Eu¬ 
ropean Tour. 

“This will be our first outdoor concert in over 20 years and 
will not only be a huge boost for the club, but a momentous day 
for the town of Walsall and the wider borough as a whole. 

“Elton is an international artist of the highest calibre and it 
is a great honour to be able to play our part.” 

Palfrey councillor Mohammed Nazir said it was a coup for the 
borough. He added he was confident the area would be able to 
cope with the large crowds. 

“It is a good thing for the borough Elton John is coming and 
performing,” he said. 

“In terms of managing the traffic situation and the parking I 
would like to think the stadium can do their level best to ensure 
there is not a nuisance to the local people. I think people do 
travel by public transport.” 

In a statement Walsall FC said: “We have also worked with

external agencies to ensure that extra trains have been put on 
between Birmingham and Walsall timed to the concert start and 
finish time. 

“The club have also made the car park spaces readily avail¬ 
able to purchase over two weeks in advance of the concert day 
and we are happy to report that they are being used by concert 
goers throughout the country. 

Smoothly 

“The organisations involved with the concert are recognised 
as industry leaders in this type of production and they, as well 
as Walsall Football Club, will be working with Walsall Coun-

cil and other relevant agencies to ensure that the events runs 
smoothly and safely. 

“It is a real coup to have Sir Elton’s concert here in Walsall 
both for the club and for the borough as a whole.” 

Organisers are also reminding people to keep their ticket with 
them at all times and be in the seat before the start, 

Those with tickets are being warned not to bring food or drink 
into the venue, or put an umbrella up during the performance. 

Access to the venue will be from 5pm with the concert from 
7pm onwards. There is a mixture of covered and uncovered 
seats with revellers asked to take the appropriate clothing de¬ 
pending on the weather.

Man who groomed 
teen girl for sex jailed 

A MAN who groomed a teenage girl by 
buying her gifts and taking her to the sea¬ 
side has been jailed for four and a half 
years. 

Nigel Blackshaw, aged 53, formerly of 
Howdles Lane, Brownhills, ‘took advan¬ 
tage’ of the 14-year-old to have sex with 
her dozens of times, Stafford Crown Court 
heard. 

Blackshaw admitted five charges of 
sexual activity with a child. He was placed 
on the sex offenders list for life and was 
banned from working with children.

Mountainous challenge for doctor

A DOCTOR will attempt to climb the 
world’s highest free-standing mountain 
to raise money for charity. 

Dr Abdullahi Numan, who works at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, will be scal¬ 
ing Mount Kilimanjaro to raise money 
for maternal health in poverty-stricken 
countries. 

He is taking part in The Royal Col¬ 
lege of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists 
(RCOG) challenge in January to support 
its global health work. 

The money raised would go to the 
RCOG so it can send voluntary obstetri¬ 
cians and gynaecologists to train health 


workers in those countries in need, and 
improve the lives of women and their 
children. 

More than 350,000 women die annu¬ 
ally from complications during preg¬ 
nancy or childbirth and 99 per cent of 
them are in developing countries. 

The areas that are currently in the 
most need are Africa, South Asia and 
Eastern Europe. 

Dr Numan, himself is a gynaecologist, 
has experienced first-hand the effects 
that maternal deaths can have, and after 
seeing the effect it had to people close to 
him, he felt he should make a difference. 


The 35-year-old said: “A close family 
friend of mine lost his mother during 
childbirth and I saw the effect it had on 
them - the family disintegrated. 

“That experience had a long-lasting 
effect on me and made me want to make 
a difference and help prevent so many 
women from dying needlessly.” 

The challenge, run by World Expedi¬ 
tions, will last from January 22 to 31. 

Climbers will arrive at the mountain’s 
summit - at an altitude of 5,896m above 
sea level - on the seventh day. To make 
a donation visit www.mydonate.bt.com 
and search Ahmed Numan. 


waste plant work to 
finally get under way 


WORK on a new multi-million 
pound waste and energy plant 
in Walsall, which will create 300 
jobs, is poised to finally start 
next year. 

Plans for the BH Energy Gap plant, 
which would treat 300,000 tonnes of 
rubbish every year, were approved two 
years ago. 

Work is due to get under way at the site 
off Fryers Road near Bloxwich with the 
plant becoming operational within three 
years. Fifty permanent posts will be cre¬ 
ated when the eight acre site near Beech- 
dale is open. Some 250 positions will be 
created while it is being built. 

The development will see up to 300,000 
tons of waste taken to the proposed pro¬ 
cessing centre every year, before being 
sorted and some of it turned into ‘green 
energy’. 

A statement on behalf of the company 
said: “BH EnergyGap with its contractors 
is now progressing the detailed design of 
what will truly be a state-of-the-art facility. 

Materials 

“There is no change to the proposed use 
of the site, nor the type of materials to be 
treated, nor the number of traffic move¬ 
ments to and from the site. 

“These were approved in the 2013 plan¬ 
ning permission. The new application is 
restricted to seeking permission in relation 
to modifications to the design and layout. 

“The plan is for construction to com¬ 
mence in 2016.” 

A string of public consultations were 
held for residents in Birchills-Leamore 
ward, prompting a mixed reaction. 

Concerns were raised regarding emis¬ 
sions and traffic generation from the site, 
and 11 letters of objection from residents 
and businesses were received. 

Operations will be in a main process 
building which will include a tipping hah, 
waste processing hah, furnaces, boiler area, 
flue gas treatment area and turbine hah. 
Waste would be collected by companies 
and delivered to the site where it would be 
weighed and delivered to a tipping hah. 

An 11,166 sq ft main building is planned 
for the site, which includes offices, a recep¬ 
tion, meeting, conference and a total of 26 
car parking spaces would also be created.

A COUNCILLOR has taken the 
unusual move of setting up his of¬ 
fice outside a town hah after claim¬ 
ing to have been given no room for 
an office. 

Democratic Labour councillor 
Pete Smith armed himself with 
a table and chair outside Walsall 
town hall in protest at the situ¬ 
ation. Councillor Smith said the 
main political parties were allo¬ 
cated a room in the Council House 
to meet and discuss matters. 

Meanwhile, the likes of himself 
and the independent councillors, 
Chris and Paul Bott, do not enjoy 
such facilities. 

He has called on new council 


leader Mike Bird to ensure space 
is provided to end what he has de¬ 
scribed as ‘discriminatory’. Coun¬ 
cillor Bird said he had spoken to 
the Chief Executive Paul Sheehan 
and they are looking to accommo¬ 
date the request. 

Councillor Smith said: “I am 
highlighting the fact that, with 
regard to those councillors who do 
not belong to a political group on 
the council, there is no room at the 
inn.’ 

“From the Mayor’s Parlour to 
the car park, it seems, as there is 
no room available to myself and in¬ 
deed the other two councillors who 
do not belong to a party political 


group, even though we are demo¬ 
cratically elected councillors. 

“Fifty seven out of 60 council¬ 
lors have a room for them to meet, 
socialise, discuss council matters, 
spend time there before committee 
meetings, have private meetings 
where necessary. 

“This is discriminatory and there 
should be a room available for ah 
councillors.” 

Council leader Bird said: “I have 
spoken to the chief executive in 
relation to the fact he hasn’t got 
a room and I think that is wrong. 
We are looking at ways we can ac¬ 
commodate him and the independ¬ 
ents.” 


Booze taken 
from store 
to pay for 
flat deposit 

A SHOPLIFTER bagged more than 
£300 worth of booze from a supermar¬ 
ket without paying because he was try¬ 
ing to save for a deposit for a flat, a court 
heard. 

Aaron Humpage has been spared a 
return to jail after he stole 12 bottles of 
spirits from Asda in Darlaston on May 
7 in a bid to sell them on and make his 
down-payment. 

The 23-year-old, of Temple Street, 
Wolverhampton, who was only released 
from prison in December following a 
previous conviction, sneaked into the 
clothing area of the shop and put tin foil 
around the booze to try to beat the store 
sensors. But the shoplifter was caught 
on CCTV by Asda’s security guards. 

The alcohol, worth £324 in total, was 
recovered and included four bottles of 
Southern Comfort and eight bottles of 
Jack Daniel’s whiskey. 

Humpage told Walsall magistrates: 
“The reason I did this offence was to get 
a deposit for a flat. 

“I have been in employment for two 
months and I have got the house I 
wanted. I needed to get stable. I have got 
a job and I get £200 a week and that’s 
what I needed.” 

He pleaded guilty to theft as well as 
possessing Subutex - a controlled Class 
C drug. 

Humpage was sentenced to a 12-week 
jail-term, suspended for 12 months, and 
ordered to carry out a six-month drug 
rehabilitation programme. He also has 
to pay an £80 victim surcharge as well 
as cover £85 in court costs. 

Outgoing mayor 
raises £23,000 

A CHARITY appeal organised by Wal¬ 
sall’s outgoing mayor has raised more 
than £23,000 for good causes. 

Councillor Pete Smith said money was 
still coming in, but the appeal for 2014- 
15 had so far hit the £23,500 mark. 

Among the events were concert at the 
town hall was hosted by Noddy Holder 
that raised more than £6,500. 

Councillor Smith, who represents 
Blakenall ward, was supported by 
mayoress, his niece Laura Barnes. 

He said: “Thank you to the thousands 
who are raising funds for good causes, to 
voluntary groups, schools, colleges, uni¬ 
versities, youth groups, local businesses 
and ah those organisations that have 
provided opportunities for the mayor 
and mayoress to see the good work that 
they are undertaking.” 

Flats block backed 
at run-down site 

A BLOCK of 16 flats on a run-down 
Bloxwich site has been given the go- 
ahead. 

The homes, which will be part of a 
supported living scheme on the old Wig- 
gin House land in Buxton Road, were 
backed by Walsall Council. 


Window ech 
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Assurances 
from chiefs 
after blood 
testing row 

HOSPITAL bosses in Walsall have 
reassured patients over blood testing 
that can help detect prostate cancer, 
saying it meets the highest standards. 
It comes after a retired doctor said he 
was left worried following initial tests 
by Walsall Manor Hospital and is now 
considering legal action. 

Dr Safa Shay a’s results showed 
a possible higher than normal level 
of a protein in his prostate. Another 
test was ordered as doctors were con¬ 
cerned and the second exam revealed 
his levels were much lower. 

Dr Shaya, a Dudley Council worker 
who used to be a biochemist at Walsall 
Manor, had the original Prostate-Spe¬ 
cific Antigen (PSA) test on April 1 and 
was told his PSA level was 10 nano¬ 
grams per millilitre - more than twice 
what is considered the normal level of 
between 2 and 4ng/mL. 

Thankfully the new results showed 
Mr Shaya’s PSA level was actually 
around 2mg/ml. A joint statement 
released by Dr Mark Livingston, con¬ 
sultant clinical scientist and Dr An¬ 
drew Hartland, consultant chemical 
pathologist states: “All PSA testing is 
carried out by dedicated professionals 
in the Blood Sciences Department and 
is not contracted out to an external 
organisation. 

“Our department has very rigorous 
internal quality control and external 
quality assurance, and holds Clinical 
Pathology Accreditation (CPA), which 
means we have been independently 
assessed to international quality 
standards. 

“PSA is not a screening test for 
prostate cancer and this should be 
discussed with those choosing to have 
the test. There are many reasons 
why the level of PSA in the blood can 
increase including injury, exercise, 
ageing, urinary tract infections, and 
sexual activity. Therefore, a diagnosis 
of prostate cancer cannot be based on 
PSA testing alone.” 

Following Dr Shaya’s formal com¬ 
plaint to the hospital, a full investiga¬ 
tion was undertaken to ensure that 
there were no analytical issues or 
technical errors. 

The statement adds: “We meet 
all the high standards required for 
accreditation and care passionately 
about the service we provide.” 

Club scores with 
returning players 

A DRIVE to encourage people to play 
rugby has been hailed a success. Wal¬ 
sall’s first Turbo 10’s rugby event 
was held last week to attract new or 
returning adult players. 

The modified version of the game 
was hosted by Handsworth Rugby 
Football Club with the support of 
Walsall Rugby Development Group, 
Staffordshire Rugby Union and Wal¬ 
sall Council sport and leisure services. 

Lee Dawson, volunteer from Hand¬ 
sworth Rugby Club, said that four 
lapsed players returned, including one 
that hadn’t played for over 10 years. 


Coaster crash victims tell of horror

A FAMILY from Walsall have spo¬ 
ken of their lucky escape on board 
the ill-fated carriage on the disas¬ 
ter-struck Alton Towers rollercoaster, 
it has emerged. 

Vanisha Singh, aged 29, was in the 
second row of the carriage with her 
mother Chanda, 49, and her sister 
Meera, 26. She has since told of how 
the passengers cried in pain as blood 
dripped from the victims. 

Four of the 16 people on the ride 
were seriously injured in the crash. 
So far four have been named as Joe 
Pugh, 18, and Leah Washington, 17, 


from Barnsley, 27-year-old Daniel 
Thorpe from Buxton and Vicky Balch, 
19, from Leyland in Lancashire. 

Mrs Singh said: “There was loads of 
screaming. I felt a burning sensation 
in my pelvis, and back and neck pain. 

“The guy on the front row with the 
bloody face looked round and I could 
see it was really serious. He was the 
first to be cut out. Then they got to 
Leah. One of her legs had been pulled 
right behind the metal bar. They were 
calling out her name to try and keep 
her awake.” 

She said there had been ‘technical 


difficulties’ moments before they em¬ 
barked on the ride, as several test cars 
were sent ahead of them. 

“We finally went up and were kept 
at the top for 10 or 15 minutes chat¬ 
ting, joking that we were the guinea 
pigs,” she said. 

Describing the crash, she added: 
“It was terrifying. There was blood 
all over the floor because it was pour¬ 
ing out of their legs in the carriage 
and dropping down. The doctors and 
firemen were covered in blood as they 
scaled the scaffolding to treat the 
guys on the front row.” 


Council working hours 
may be cut to save cash

STAFF working hours could be 
cut at Walsall Council in a bid to 
save more than £5 million, it has 
emerged. 

Thousands of workers could see their 
hours reduced as the the cash-strapped 
authority looks to claw back money. 

A standard working week would be reduced 
by two-and-a-half hours under the proposal, 
meaning staff would be forced to take a pay 
drop. 

The Conservative controlled authority said 
the move could secure jobs, while saving up to 
£5.5m. 

Negotiations will need to take place with un¬ 
ions and firm proposals will now be drawn up 
to go before the decision-making Cabinet at a 
future date. 

The authority has been forced to axe almost 
200 posts this year in a bid to save £29m, and 
is braced for further reductions in government 
funding. Hundreds of jobs have already been 
scrapped by the council over the last few years 
as part of cuts. 

Revenue 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “If we are sav¬ 
ing £5.5 million on the revenue budget, which 
is the pay roll, what we would like to see is 
people being able to keep their job rather than 
being made redundant. 

“It is far better to have 35 hours work and 
have a job than do no hours at work and sit 
at home.” 

Any changes are not due to come in immi¬ 
nently as union representatives will be part of 
discussions. 

Councillor Bird said: “It is going to take at 
least six months and we have still got to nego¬ 
tiate that with the unions.” 

It comes after the Tories returned to power 
after Councillor Bird won the leadership battle 
in a tight vote. 

He received 30 votes compared to the 29 of 
Labour counterpart Sean Coughlan. 

The Tory chief managed to win the vote after 
receiving the support of the UKIP and inde¬ 
pendent councillors. 

Labour had taken control last summer but 
their reign proved to be a short one. 

The Tories were previously in power for 
more than a decade, with their last few in coa¬ 
lition with the Lib Dems. 


David sees red for a great result

ed with a scarf knitted by his late 
wife, months after losing it on the 
way to Wembley. David Richards, 
70, lost the precious red knitted 
scarf on his way to watch Walsall 
in the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy 
final on March 22. 

His family set up an online ap¬ 
peal, offered a £100 reward and 
had both Transport For London 
staff and strangers searching 


the tube stations, but it was not 
found. The scarf was knitted by 
Mr Richards’ late wife, Jennifer. 
She died from cancer in 1995. 

The family had given up hope 
of ever seeing it again, but out of 
the blue, David’s daughter got a 
text message to say the scarf had 
been located. Mother-of-two Kym- 
berley Inions said: “We had given 
up but a few weeks ago I got a 
surprise text.” The red thick knit¬ 
ted keepsake was presented to Mr 


Richards on his 70th birthday. Mr 
Richards, who lives in Cannock 
and is a semi-retired hairdresser, 
said: “I had resigned myself to not 
seeing it again.” 

His daughter organised the 
surprise reunion and his children 
and grandchildren wore the long 
scarf when they visited him on his 
birthday on Wednesday. 

Mr Richards said: “It’s the best 
present I could have asked for. It 
means the world to me.”

In a statement InHealth Group 
said: “We apologise for the concerns 
that this unforeseen breakdown has 
caused and are working with the 
Trust to minimise any inconvenience 
to patients who were affected.”

“WOMAN sent to jail for noisy sex” 
(Guardian website headline). Sounds like 
the best place for it. 

IT must be June. The first advert for 
Santa’s Magical Lapland has popped up 
in my emails. 

I KNOW little about football and even 
less about Fifa. But it’s not hard to under¬ 
stand why Fifa is revered in some parts 
of the world. Fifa gives them lots of mon¬ 
ey. To us in the affluent, oh-so-principled 
West, handing out dosh stinks of corrup¬ 
tion. But across half the world’s surface, 
that is simply how business is done: I want 
your support, so here’s a little present. And 
while we in the developed world may gasp 
in horror at such practices, let’s not forget 
that the worst financial crisis this planet 
has ever seen was caused by smart West¬ 
erners in expensive suits who would nev¬ 
er dream of paying a bribe but siphoned 
off billions from honest little investors and 
caused more anguish in a few weeks than 
Fifa has caused in 100 years. When the 
Third World looks to the West for inspira¬ 
tion, what sort of example does it see? 

THE report on appalling cruelty to grey¬ 
hounds in Australia is horrifying but you 
don’t have to go all the way to Oz to find 
it. Every year in Britain thousands of grey¬ 
hounds, having reached the end of their 
career or failed to win races, are alleged¬ 
ly slaughtered or abandoned. Estimates 
vary between 4,000 and 12,000 healthy 
dogs killed every year. In the United States 
greyhound racing has been outlawed in 39 
states. Over here, the governing body, 
the Greyhound 
Board of Great 
Britain, says it 
is “committed 
to working to 
raise stand¬ 
ards of care still 
further.” The 
League Against 
Cruel Sports 
denounces the 
rules as “little more than a crook’s charter” 
and continues the fight, doggedly. 

CLIMATE change is taking the place of 
religion and, like all religions, does not deal 
in half measures; there is only right and 
wrong, good and evil, heaven and hell. But 
real life is shades of grey. Scientists in Af¬ 
rica report that a rise in greenhouse gases 
has actually increased rainfall south of the 
Sahara. The droughts are over. The land 
has blossomed. The people can at last 
feed themselves. For them (and for how 
many millions of others?) climate change 
is a change for the better. 

“RUBBER” is not the only word which 
causes confusion between Brits and Yanks 
(and thanks for all your contributions on 
the subject). I am reminded of a moment’s 
confusion some years ago on a trip to the 
Deep South with a company of English TA 
soldiers, one of whom asked a trooper of 
the Arkansas National Guard if he’d like a 
fag. We almost had a diplomatic incident.

Jail for shoplifter in crime spree 


A SHOPLIFTER who ‘swept shop 
shelves clean’ of more than £2,100 
of products, and assaulted a securi¬ 
ty guard who tried to stop him, has 
been jailed for more than two years. 

Lee Perry, of Tennyson Road in 
Willenhall, swung a fist while hold¬ 
ing a bottle of fragrance, striking the 
guard on the head and briefly knock¬ 
ing him out after he challenged him 
outside a Boots chemist. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard 
that Perry had previously pleaded 
guilty to nine charges of shoplifting 
which took place in September to No¬ 
vember 2014. Five of the thefts took 
place at Boots in Newport, Shrop¬ 


shire, while the others were from the 
Co-op store in Ludlow, Fat Face in 
Malvern and two thefts from Boots 
in Bridgnorth. 

He was jailed for 26 months at 
court last Monday. Mr Richard Dav¬ 
enport, prosecuting, said on most oc¬ 
casions Perry would enter the store, 
select perfumes or other toiletries, 
place them in a bag and walk out. 

On November 31 he was recog¬ 
nised by a security officer at Boots in 
Newport and when challenged had 
swung a fist at his head while hold¬ 
ing a bottle of fragrance, said the 
prosecutor. Mr Davenport added the 
guard had briefly lost consciousness 


after being struck, but continued to 
chase Perry, who jumped into a car 
and drove off the wrong way down a 
one-way street. 

Recorder Stephen Thomas told 
Perry: “You were just sweeping the 
shelves clean of items and putting in 
your bag.” He said Perry had sought 
out high value products in small 
stores who could not afford high se¬ 
curity. “Clearly you would have had 
a market in mind for those perfumes 
and the like,” he added. 

Recorder Thomas said that Perry 
had been saved from a longer sen¬ 
tence by his early guilty plea and his 
efforts to rid himself of drink and 


drugs. Perry was ordered to serve 
two months for each of the nine 
thefts, plus eight months for the as¬ 
sault. He must also pay an £80 victim 
surcharge. 

Ms Amanda Tomkins, for Perry, 
said that the defendant had subse¬ 
quently served a prison sentence for 
other offences and he had used his 
time in prison to tackle his drinking 
and drugs problem and had been cer¬ 
tified drug free for five months. 

He was arrested for the thefts im¬ 
mediately after being released. 

The court heard that Perry had 
241 convictions for 79 offences, 142 
of which were theft related.

THREE heroin addicts who 
beat up and robbed an 
86-year-old dementia suf¬ 
ferer in his home to get cash 
for their next fix have been 
jailed for between eight and 
10 years. 

The gang tricked their way 
into the Walsall block of flats 
where the vulnerable man lived, 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

He was left battered and bruised as 
they fled with his wallet containing 
a bus pass, bank card and cash, said 
Miss Jabeen Akhtar, prosecuting. 

Neighbours in the block were hor¬ 
rified when he appeared on their 
doorstep with blood running down 
his face and his empty pockets

turned inside out. “He was confused 
and upset but said he had heard the 
lady shouting ‘grab him’ and ‘get his 
pockets’,” revealed Miss Akhtar. 

The court heard Kerry Wilkes, 32, 
knew the pensioner and was captured 
on CCTV walking into the flats with 
him. She then held the electronical¬ 
ly-controlled main door open to allow 
30-year-old Craig Powis and Wilfred 
Clarke, aged 33, to follow them. The 
victim took the lift to his floor while 
the others used the stairs. 

Twenty minutes later Wilkes was 
filmed by a security camera walking 
back out of the building four minutes 
before the two men. 

The three spent the money buying 
heroin while the victim was treated 
for cuts and bruises following the 
robbery on October 6, 2013. 


The court heard his condition had 
significantly deteriorated since the 
incident. All three had previous con¬ 
victions. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending 
Clarke, said: “What motivated this 
nasty offence was that he and Wil¬ 
kes were both addicted to heroin and 
would pursue any means to obtain 
the money required to get their daily 
fix. What happened in the flat was 
spontaneous. It had been thought 
that Wilkes could persuade the in¬ 
jured party to give them money. He 
suffered unpleasant but not very se¬ 
rious physical injuries.” 

Mr William Dudley, representing 
Powis, added: “This incident stems 
from the best part of two decades of 
drug abuse. If he had been anywhere 
near his right state of mind he would 
not have dreamt of committing an 
offence like this.” 


Mr Christopher O’Gorman, for 
Wilkes, said the crime had served 
as a wake up call prompting those 
responsible to make a serious effort 
to change their lifestyle. Powis, of 
Darlaston Road, Pleck, was jailed for 
10 years, Wilkes of Roebuck Glade, 
Willenhall, received a nine-year sen¬ 
tence while Clarke from Sheridan 
Street, Walsall, was locked up for 
eight years. All admitted robbery. 

Judge Michael Challinor told 
them: “A very vulnerable man was 
robbed while alone in his own home. 

“He suffered significant facial inju¬ 
ries and it is clear he was struck sev¬ 
eral times during a violent incident 
which left his flat in disarray. 

“The fact that none of you accepts 
responsibility for the violence does 
not matter since you were each will¬ 
ing to be engaged in this and it was a 
joint enterprise.” 


Over-limit 
driver who 
crashed is 
locked up 

A SPEEDING banned driver from 
Walsall, who caused a serious acci¬ 
dent while drunk, has been jailed. 

Surinder Sund forced motorists to 
swerve out of his way before plough¬ 
ing into a people carrier injuring its 
six occupants and badly hurting a 
woman passenger, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Sund, who had drunk up to two 
bottles of vodka before getting behind 
the wheel, repeatedly veered onto the 
wrong side of the road and overtook 
on a blind bend before disaster struck 
on June 27, last year. 

Gary Richards saw the Saab coming 
towards him on the wrong side of the 
road. He said: “The speed was unreal. 
I have never seen a car driven that 
fast on a normal road.” 

Sund, aged 32, had finally lost con¬ 
trol and cannoned broadside into a 
Toyota people carrier travelling in 
the opposite direction which was al¬ 
most stationary after braking heavily 
in a desperate bid to avoid the crash. 

Its driver Mr Francis Agyeman, his 
wife and their four children, aged be¬ 
tween six and 12, were injured but not 
very seriously. 

However, ShonaVanhorn suffered 
a broken pelvis, collar bone and ribs 
together with a punctured lung in the 
impact and was treated in hospital 
until July 6.Sund had drunk so much 
he could barely stand but did not take 
a breath test, the court heard. He 
later claimed to have drunk two bot¬ 
tles of vodka. 

Sund from Stafford Street, Walsall 
pleaded guilty to causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving and was 
jailed for three years and also banned 
from driving for six years.

Force hit by 
biggest cut 
to finances 
in the UK 

WEST Midlands Police has suffered 
the biggest cuts to finances out of 
any force in the country, a report has 
found. It has seen 26 per cent slashed 
from its grant from the Government - 
worth more than £130 million. 

The National Audit Office report 
said police forces do not have a clear 
understanding of the demands placed 
upon them or of the factors that affect 
their costs. Funding for the police de¬ 
creased by £2.3 billion - 25 per cent 
- between 2010 and this year. 

The report also highlights discrep¬ 
ancies - while West Midlands Police 
endured cuts of £132m, Northumbria 
received an extra £99m. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims said: 
“The National Audit Office report 
notes how forces have successfully 
reduced costs but is concerned that 
forces do not properly understand de¬ 
mand and therefore face difficulties in 
the way they work. 

“The force welcomes the National 
Audit Office’s contribution in high¬ 
lighting the good work done and the 
challenges that lie ahead.” 

The report shows that as as well as 
losing 26 per cent of its government 
funding, West Midlands Police also 
lost 23 per cent of its local govern¬ 
ment funding. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson said: “West Midlands 
Police currently gets £43m a year less 
than the Government’s own formula 
says that the force should receive. It 
is an issue I have been campaigning 
on and will continue to do so in the 
coming months.” 

Jewellery raids 
spark warning 

HIGH value gold items and jewellery 
have been stolen during burglaries 
from homes in Walsall. 

Police are now warning residents, 
particularly members of the Asian 
community, to be on their guard. 

Officers have recently been called 
to a number of break-ins where such 
items have been targeted by thieves. 

Kevin Pitt, engagement and con¬ 
sultation officer at Walsall police, has 
taken to social media to urge people to 
be aware of such crimes. 

He said: “A warning to members of 
our Asian communities to take care 
of their gold and jewellery. We’ve re¬ 
cently experienced a few burglaries 
of Asian households in various parts 
of the borough where high-value gold 
and jewellery has been targeted.” 

Cycle retailer's 
100 jobs move 

WIGGLE has launched a recruitment 
drive in a bid to fill more than 100 jobs 
at its vast new distribution centre in 
Bilston. The UK’s biggest online cycle 
retailer wants to fill 140 warehouse 
roles at its 320,000 sq ft Citadel base. 


Returning chief to back authority bid

NEGOTIATIONS for a combined author¬ 
ity for the West Midlands will continue 
despite the change of control at Walsall 
Council, its Tory leader has confirmed. 

Mike Bird said he would not change 
what his Labour predecessor Sean Cough- 
lan had done in working with other coun¬ 
cils towards a joint authority that will 
oversee skills, investment and transport. 

He revealed he has reservations over 
Chancellor George Osborne’s wish for 
the authority to be led by a region-wide 
elected ‘Metro Mayor’, but said he may 
have to accept going along with it. 

And he said he would never accept the 
authority being called Greater Birming¬ 


ham - a view shared by his Labour coun¬ 
terpart in Sandwell, Darren Cooper. 

The Conservative’s reassurance comes 
despite having relied upon the support 
of UKIP, which opposes the combined 
authority, to seize back power in Walsall 
from Labour. 

UKIP has protested over the combined 
authority. But Councillor Bird said: 
“UKIP don’t have a part to play in the 
combined authority. 

“It’s the leader’s decision. It’s for me 
to listen to what’s in it for Walsall and I 
don’t think that’s any different to what 
Sean Coughlan thought. Political colours 
should disappear when it comes to what 


benefits the Walsall electorate. I don’t 
agree with a Metro Mayor but if it’s the 
price we have to pay I will have to bite 
the bullet.” 

The West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority would include Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Birmingham 
and Coventry councils, with Solihull also 
expected to vote in favour of joining. Lich¬ 
field District Council is watching negotia¬ 
tions and considering its position. 

UKIP West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge said: “This EU-led regionalisa- 
tion juggernaut is a massive threat to the 
district identities of Birmingham and the 
Black Country.” 


Tories move to scrap 
pensioner alarm fees 


CONTROVERSIAL charges for ‘life¬ 
line’ pensioners’ community alarms 
will be scrapped in Walsall, the new 
controlling Tories have revealed. 

The fee for more than 2,000 elderly peo¬ 
ple aged 80 and above will be axed and 
again be provided for free, the new Con¬ 
servative council leader Mike Bird has 
pledged. 

The controversial £150-a-year bill for the af¬ 
fected 2,400 people was given the go-ahead by 
the Labour-run authority earlier this year. 

But after the Conservative chief won a lead¬ 
ership battle, which saw the party return to 
power last week, he said the decision would be 
reversed as a priority. 

Councillor Bird said it was important to 
keep people in their own home and to ensure 
their quality of life. He said: “I have given the 
instruction for it to be scrapped immediately. 
That will take effect from today. The alarm is 
a lifeline. It gives them security, they may well 
be on their own, they may have lost their part¬ 
ner and they do feel isolated. 

Isolated 

“It is 2,400 people we should have respect for, 
they have probably given a lot of money into 
the tax man over the years.” It is anticipated 
the move will be formally rubber-stamped at a 
meeting of the cabinet later this month. 

The alarms system is a 24-hour, seven-day-a- 
week response service. A total of 3,700 people 
in the borough use the service of which 2,400 of 
people aged 80 and over received for free. 

But a changed policy approved from April 
was for a £2.90 a week bill for everyone using 
the alarms service, irrespective of age. Over 80s 
were billed if they received an income greater 
than pension credit and disability benefit. 
Council bosses at the time defended the deci¬ 
sion saying the system to charge people under 
80 and not those above was age discrimination. 

It comes after Councillor Bird returned to the 
role of leader of the authority after a tight vote 
last Wednesday. He managed to get 30 votes 
compared to the 29 of Labour counterpart Sean 
Coughlan at a meeting of the Full Council. It 
came after he received support from the three 
UKIP and two independent councillors. 

Labour had taken control of Walsall Council 
last August last year after getting half the seats 
on the authority. 

The authority will now be run as a Conserv¬ 
ative minority administration.

No more a 
Brummie 
than I am 
a Scouser 

JERRY Blackett, the chief executive of 
Greater Birmingham Chambers of Com¬ 
merce is one of two things. 

He is either an extremely clever wind¬ 
up merchant - and if so, congratulations 
Sir, you really had me going - or he is 
living proof of why all the talk of devolv¬ 
ing power to the regions will only be bad 
news for the Black Country. 

I suppose the clue lies in the name 
of his organisation, but his latest vision 
of Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
the area known as Sandwell all being 
submerged into a city region known as 
‘Greater Birmingham’ perfectly sums up 
while we should all run for the hills at any 
suggestion of a combined authority for 
the urban West Midlands. 

Explaining his rationale, Mr Blackett 
explains that in years to come the world 
economy may be dominated by 50 tru¬ 
ly international cities. And he fears that 
without annexing its neighbours into the 
great vision, then Birmingham will be left 
behind. 

And what exactly has that got to do 
with us? Look I really don’t have anything 
against Birmingham. As I said last week, 
it is a city which is unfairly maligned, and 
has much to commend it. But, how do I 
put this delicately? As a dyed-in-the-wool 
Black Country mon, I have got no particu¬ 
lar affinity to it either. It is a decent city, 
but it is not my city. I am no more a Brum¬ 
mie than I am a Scouser or Scotsman. 

Languages 

I do go to Birmingham a few times a 
year due to the simple fact that we have 
lost most of the decent shops in Dudley, 
but every time I get off the train at New 
Street I am struck by the fast pace of life, 
by the sheer volume of human traffic, and 
the different languages being spoken. It 
might only be 10 or so miles away, but 
culturally, it is a world away from the 
Black Country. 

Nearly 30 years since the end of the last 
failed attempt to force a common identity 
on these very different areas, the unla¬ 
mented West Midlands County Council, it 
seems we haven’t learned a thing. 

If there really is a need for regional gov¬ 
ernment, and I’m far from convinced that 
there is, then it would be better to bring 
together places which are more similar 
in character, and have long-established 
cultural ties. 

For example, Birmingham, Coventry 
and Solihull would be a good fit, as would 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Cannock and 
Stafford. Dudley, Stourbridge and Kid¬ 
derminster go together pretty well, and 
we could call these new regions, I dunno, 
Warwickshire, Staffordshire, and Worces¬ 
tershire. 

To tell the truth, I’m amazed no-one 
has thought of it before.

Images of the area are in the 
spotlight at an exhibition in 
Wolverhampton. KIMBERLEY 
CRAYTON-BROWN reports 

CHEERING on Wolves, enjoying a 
day at the races, or lining up to see 
the legendary Robert Plant - peo¬ 
ple from the Black Country could 
find their faces among hundreds 
in an exhibition celebrating the re¬ 
gion. 

Over the course of four years Mag¬ 
num photographer Martin Parr travelled 
throughout Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Dudley and Sandwell, camera in hand 
documenting the everyday lives of peo¬ 
ple throughout the area. 

Images of football fans at Molineux, ravers 
at the Wolverhampton Civic Hall and shop and 
factory workers are on display alongside wed¬ 
ding guests and racegoers. They are all part 
of the Black Country Stories exhibition, which 
opened at the city’s art gallery last Saturday. 

Pigeon 

An entire wall at Wolverhampton Art Gal¬ 
lery is covered with hundreds of images taken 
by the award-winning photographer, and gal¬ 
lery staff are encouraging people to come along 
and see if they make an appearance. 

The image wall will form part of the exhi¬ 
bition alongside larger prints of Parr’s work 
especially selected from the Black Country 
Stories archive, as well as 400 snapshots, oral 
histories and four documentary films made by 
Parr. 

The films feature Willenhall pensioners on 
a Turkey and Tinsel coach trip to Weston-su¬ 
per-Mare, glassmakers in Stourbridge, a Mox- 
ley pigeon breeder who goes to Mongolia, and 
Teddy Gray’s famous sweet factory. 

Parr said: “I am looking forward to pre¬ 
senting back, to both Wolverhampton and the 
wider Black Country, the fruits of my four- 
year journey around this unique area. Despite 


the poor local economy, the spirit and deter¬ 
mination of the community comes shining 
through.” 

At the beginning of the project, commis¬ 
sioned in 2010 by West Bromwich-based com¬ 
munity arts charity Multistory, Parr said he 
felt he knew Britain quite well, but the Black 
Country was a blind spot. 

In a blog detailing the project, he says: “I 
have either visited or photographed in most 
major cities, from Plymouth to Wick in the 
far north of Scotland. I do have my blind spots 
and one was the Black Country, despite driv¬ 
ing past this on the M6 on my journeys north 
on many occasions. So when Emma Chetcuti 
from Multistory contacted me to ask if I might 
be interested in doing a photographic commis¬ 
sion, in the borough of Sandwell, I could not 
say yes fast enough. 

“With its famous industrial past, there was 


going to be an inevitable sense of decline in the 
area, but what I had not counted on was the 
revitalisation that the many immigrant groups 
had brought to the area. There are active com¬ 
munities from many parts of the world: India, 
Pakistan of course, and the inevitable recent 
influx of Poles but also Somalis, West Indians 
and many others. 

“It is this vital mix that we decided to focus 
on and, at the same time, looking for examples 
of traditional Black Country life that were in 
good health. As the lid was slowly eased open, 
we realised the power of the material that we 
were unearthing. 

“This is a celebration of your community.” 

The 62-year-old, who was born in Surrey 
and now lives in Bristol, said his budding 
interest in photography when he was a teen¬ 
ager was encouraged by his grandfather, also 
a keen amateur photographer. Starting the 


Black Country Stories project in Sandwell in 
2010, Parr spent time at West Bromwich mar¬ 
ket, the town’s St George’s Day parade, and 
snapped Albion fans on a match day. 

Staff at Mad O’Rourke’s Pie factory in Tip- 
ton and its legendary ‘Desperate Dan’ cow pie 
also featured, along with youngsters pictured 
playing street games at the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum, and a series of pictures at the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara in Smethwick during 
the annual Vaisakhi festival. 

During 2011 and 2012 he visited Wolver¬ 
hampton, capturing pictures inside and out¬ 
side Molineux of the rollercoaster of emotions 
expressed by fanatical football fans. 

Colourful diamond jubilee celebrations to 
mark the 60th anniversary of the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth II in 2012 showed churches, 
cricket clubs and neighbours all join together 
in celebrations, while nightlife was captured 
at the Slade Rooms and the Quest reunion at 
the Civic Hall. Other images featured staff at 
Marstons Brewery, youngsters at Royal Wol¬ 
verhampton School, in Penn Road, and shop¬ 
pers inside Wulfrun Shopping Centre. 

Acclaimed 

Dudley had its turn in 2013, including mo¬ 
ments at Bathams Brewery in Brierley Hill, 
Dudley Zoo, families enjoying Netherton Park 
fun day and the sea cadets. 

Marguerite Nugent, Wolverhampton Art 
Gallery’s senior curator, said: “Martin Parr 
is an internationally acclaimed documentary 
photographer so to have his work here and 
for that work to be about local people is a real 
coup. 

“We hope people, who might not always 
visit, will come into the gallery to have a look 
to see if an image of themselves or anyone 
they know is in the exhibition. It really is a 
fascinating glimpse of Wolverhampton and the 
surrounding Black Country.” 

Black Country Stories is supported by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery, The New Art Gallery Walsall, 
Sandwell Council and Arts Council England, 
and is on display at the Lichfield Street gallery 
until August 22.

Out of pocket 
man resorted to 
dealing cannabis 


A FATHER-OF-THREE who was 
‘out of luck and out of money’ 
turned to selling cannabis to 
make ends meet, a court heard. 

Matthew Hawkins, who had sepa¬ 
rated from his partner, was sleeping 
on the sofa at a friend’s flat when it 
was raided by police, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. They found 
cannabis plants growing at the ad¬ 
dress. 

A passing patrol noticed the tell-tale 
smell of the drug coming from an open win¬ 
dow, explained Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, 
prosecuting. Officers also seized a dealers 
list and two mobile phones from the flat at 
Rubery Court, Darlaston on November 27 
and arrested both 25-year-old Hawkins and 
the friend whose home it was. 

The phone belonging to Hawkins had a 
number of text messages that related to 
drug dealing. One involved a £30 deal due to 


take place outside a nearby primary school. 
Another was sent to 16 contacts advertis¬ 
ing the sale of two different types of high 
grade cannabis. The defendant told police 
that he had only spent three or four nights 
at the address following the break up of his 
relationship. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, said 
the text messages had all been transmitted 
the day before the police swoop and contin¬ 
ued: “It was a single, short lived aberration 
and the lesson has been learned.” 

Hawkins from St Georges Street, Darlas¬ 
ton had since given up cannabis and now 
had a job as a warehouse labourer, it was 
said. He pleaded guilty to being concerned 
in the supply of cannabis at court last 
Wednesday and was given an eight month 
jail sentence, suspended for 18 months with 
a £1,000 fine. 

Another man arrested with Hawkins has 
admitted two drug offences and will be dealt 
with at a later date.

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Helen's unique view of 
stroke from both sides 


FOR well over a decade for¬ 
mer senior nurse Helen Dow¬ 
ell cared for stroke patients 
at Walsall Manor Hospital as 
a ward manager. 

Spending 15 years in the field 
the mother of two loved her job, 
but in 2001 the unthinkable hap¬ 
pened. 

At the age of 34, just 15 months after 
the birth of her twins Eloise and Ryan 
she suffered a devastating stroke, leav¬ 
ing her unable to walk and talk. 

The mother-of-two, who ended up 
being treated on the very ward on 
which she used to work, now looks 
back on that day in 2001 as the end 
of her old life and the start of a very 
different one. Helen was home alone 
and had just the children to bed when 
she started to feel dizzy. 

Concerns 

She quickly rang her husband Ian, 
46, who is a doctor. He rushed to their 
home in Willenhall and instantly real¬ 
ised that something was badly wrong. 
Helen, now 48, said: “I think he knew 
what was happening to me but voicing 
his concerns would have meant facing 
his fears. The classic symptoms that 
we see on the TV ads of a drooping 
face, slurred speech, not being able 
to raise your arm - none of that was 
known back then. As far as I was con¬ 
cerned, I just felt giddy.” 

Helen’s late mother Ann Draper 
dashed over to look after the children, 
a role she took on for the next five 
months as her daughter split her time 
between the Manor and the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, for treatment. “It 
was horrible being separated from the 
kids but they were brought in to me 
every day,” she said. 

“On a selfish level, I was more con¬ 
cerned about what was happening to

me. I was bored and frustrated with 
not being able to do the things I used 
to. The twins used to tire me out. They 
were too young to realise.” 

The former Willenhall Comprehen¬ 
sive pupil, who grew up in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Birchills, had led a 
very active life before her stroke. She 
belonged to a cycling club and went on 
bike rides most weekends. 

She also swam and walked and had 
enjoyed a skiing holiday in the 1990s. 
Now she loves embroidery. As a re¬ 


sult of the illness, she decided to quit 
her job at the Manor and forge a new 
career working for the Stroke Associ¬ 
ation. In her extraordinarily matter- 
of-fact manner, she talks of coming to 
terms with her new life. 

“Once I’d accepted I couldn’t do my 
job anymore, everything else, like my 
pastimes, followed on. I knew that 
my life as before was over but I didn’t 
think my life was over, it was a begin¬ 
ning.” 

After May was appointed Action 
on Stroke month, Helen decided she 
would share her story as a way of giv¬ 
ing other patients hope. In 2004 whilst 
visiting the ward where she used to 
work, she realised that being around 
stroke patients was something she 
wanted to continue to do. She applied 
for a job at the Stroke Association’s 
Walsall office and is now branch ad¬ 
ministrator. 

“When I was offered the job with 
the Stroke Association I felt like me 
again.“Of course there are limitations 
now but I don’t think people expected 
me to recover as well as I have. “Em¬ 
ployers should be more willing to 
make adaptations so that people with 
disabilities get back to work if they 
can. What I do now is obviously less 
taxing physically.” 

Research by the Stroke Association 
shows that the number of strokes in 
working people, aged 20 to 64, in the 
West Midlands has risen by 16 per 
cent in the past eight years. The num¬ 
ber of women, aged 40 to 54, admit¬ 
ted to hospital in the same period has 
risen by 42 per cent - rising from 391 
in 2007, to 557 in 2014. The number of 
strokes in men, aged between 40 and 
54, has risen by almost 50 per cent in 
less than 15 years.

Dealing with one of the wounded in the woodland surrounding Arnhem in 1944 


Birthday brings back memories of 
ill-fated Arnhem fight for Tom, 90 


HE IS one of the Black Country’s 
last remaining survivors of the 
ill-fated Battle of Arnhem and he 
has celebrated his 90th birthday 
with comrades at the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion Club in Willenhall. 

It was a bitter sweet experience for 
Tom Brewin, as the Second World War 
veteran recalled his memories of the 
bloody battle fought in and around the 
small Dutch town in September 1944, 
and his subsequent capture which saw 
him held as a PoW for eight months. 

Mr Brewin, from Penn, Wolverhampton, 
is one of the last few living veterans of the 
ill-fated military operation. 

He is the current president of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Parachute Regiment Associ¬ 
ation, and on June 2 he was joined by 15 
fellow members for a chat and a few pints 
to celebrate his birthday at the Willenhall 
British Legion base. Although Mr Brewin 
says the group prefer not to dwell on the

conflict these days, his memories of his time 
in the war remain vivid to this day. 

Mr Brewin was called up at the age of 18 
and after training in Glasgow and Worces¬ 
ter, he was posted to the 2nd Battalion 
South Staffs Regiment in Christmas 1944, 
which by that time was already an airborne 
battalion. 

At that time morale among the regiment 
was low. After taking part in the invasion of 
Sicily more than 100 troops drowned after 
being dropped in the Mediterranean one 
mile from shore. 

“Sicily had been a disaster for those that 
were there. It was almost a relief to go to 
Arnhem to get away from it all.” 

It was expected to be a straightforward 
mission with little opposition from the 
Nazis, but a very different story unfolded. 

The troops landed, via gliders, in a field 
on the northern side of Wolfhagen. 


Their first day, September 17, 1944, was 
incident-free, but by the following morning 
it emerged that the Divisional Commander 
was missing. “He had been taken by the 
Germans,” said Mr Brewin. 

“We were supposed to stay and protect 
the landing zone for the next day’s second 
lift, but the order changed and we were told 
to find our way to the bridge over the Rhine. 

“But the Jerries were very smart at 
blocking all the approaches to the bridge.” 

Just 10 days after landing the entire 
battalion was captured when they became 
stranded on a river bank in the town of 
Oosterbeek. “Dawn broke and we were all 
there on the banks of the river, with no 
ammo and no food,” Mr Brewin continued. 
“There must have been a good 200 of us. 

“We had a choice, pack up or get shot. 
They surrounded us and marched us all the 
way to Arnhem to show us off to the Dutch. 
It was their way of saying they weren’t fin¬ 
ished yet.” The British troops were loaded 
onto cattle trucks at the railway station. 

“They said they’d give us rations for 24 


hours for a 17-hour journey, but we were 
on there for five days,” added Mr Brewin. 
As a PoW, he was mainly based in prison 
camps in Czechoslovakia. He describes the 
day of liberation as ‘a complete anti-climax’. 
“It was a strange day. We woke up and all 
the guards had gone. We presumed they’d 
just abandoned their posts. 

“The Russians came past but they had 
no food for us. We made it and the Ameri¬ 
cans looked after us. Within a day we were 
put on a plane to Belgium and then back to 
England.” 

For Mr Brewin getting home to Whitmore 
Reans was ‘a bloody beautiful feeling’, but 
his father Alvin was less than impressed 
with his wartime endeavours. 

“The old chap was in the Coldstream 
Guards and fought through the Battle of 
Mons without getting wounded,” recalled 
Mr Brewin. “He called me a 10-day soldier, 
because that’s how long I was over there 
before being captured!” 

In 1949 Mr Brewin married Annie, who 
is now 91, and the pair had four children.

Victim of 
burglaries 
tells of her

Judge Michael Challinor 
told the defendant: “That 
is what you have done to 
that girl. Something pre¬ 
cious is violated by this sort 
of offence. It is no good you 
saying you did not know she 
had been burgled before. 
You took your chance when 
you decided to break into 
the property” 

The victim only left the 
address empty for 90 min¬ 
utes but during that time 
Hayward smashed the glass 
in a back door to get inside 
and escaped with an Xbox 
console and 15 games. 

Blood found at the scene 
matched his DNA and he

was arrested after being 
spotted by police in Leamore 
Lane, Bloxwich, on March 
29. He ran away but was 
found hiding in a nearby 
derelict property soon af¬ 
terwards. Mr Christopher 
O’Gorman, defending, said:

Hayward had earlier sold 
an Xbox and seven games 
for £230 at a Cash Con¬ 
verter store in Walsall - 
using his own account - on 
February 7, the morning 
after the property had been 
stolen during another bur¬ 
glary, this time at a house 
in Willenhall.

Hayward from Blake- 
nall Lane, Walsall, pleaded 
guilty to handling the prop¬ 
erty stolen in the February 
7 burglary and admitted 
committing the February 
23 burglary himself. He was 
sent to a Young Offenders 
Institution for a total of 12 
months.

Worker hit 90mph during

A FAST food worker reached speeds 
of 90 mph when he led police on 
a high-speed chase through the 
streets of the Black Country, at one 
point overtaking a lorry.

Wolverhampton Magistrates Court heard. Mr 
Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said a police patrol 
spotted the 30-year-old driving erratically in 
Stubby Lane, on the Wednesfield/Willenhall bor¬ 
der at around 2am and signalled for him to stop. 

“He went the wrong way around a traffic is¬ 
land and contravened a no entry sign when he 
entered Willenhall town centre,” said Mr Cooper. 
“There was an episode where he overtook a lorry 
at 65mph into oncoming traffic. He then went 
the wrong way around another island.” 

“He eventually came to a stop and was ar¬ 
rested nearby,” said the prosecutor. The court 


was told that Patel was found to have a small 
amount of cannabis with him when he was de¬ 
tained. Mr Cooper said that Patel had previous 
convictions for driving offences. Mr Richard 
Quinn, defending, said his client had been ‘burn¬ 
ing the candle at both ends’ by holding down two 
jobs in fast food restaurants. 

Patel, of Cannock Road, Park Village, Wolver¬ 
hampton, admitted dangerous driving, driving 
whilst disqualified, driving without insurance 
and possession of cannabis. He was remanded in 
custody and will be sentenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on June 30.

Lock-up for nephew 
of car thief in crash 

A PASSENGER in a stolen car which crashed killing his 
uncle who was at the wheel has been locked up. 

Jamie Jones, from Walsall, was in the stolen Vauxhall 
Corsa when it was driven along the A5 at Atcham near 
Shrewsbury with police in pursuit on June 6 last year. 

At the wheel was his uncle Stefan Boswell, 20, of Wolver¬ 
hampton. He died after the car struck a lamp post. 

The car had been earlier stolen from Craven Arms in 
Shropshire. Jones, 20, of Manor Road, Alum well, previ¬ 
ously admitted a charge of aggravated vehicle taking. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said Jones’ uncle picked 
up his nephew after stealing it from a driveway, in Craven 
Arms, that night. Mr Boswell lost control of the car that 
was being driven the wrong way round Emstrey island, it 
mounted the embankment before hitting the lamp post. 

Mr Andrew Holland, defending Jones, told the sentenc¬ 
ing at Shrewsbury Crown Court that his client had ‘little 
or no recollection’ of the incident. 

“He had no involvement in the burglary, but he concedes 
he got into the car and thereafter it was driven dangerously 
by his uncle, who was a very similar age. He has suffered 
serious degrees of guilt and remorse in this case,” Mr Hol¬ 
land said. 

Mr Recorder Stephen Thomas sentenced Jones to 12 
months in custody at the hearing.

Canoeist ‘drowns* at 
the wheel of his car 


A BUSINESSMAN drowned while 
behind the wheel of his car - 
hours after his canoe overturned 
in the Lake District. 

Father-of-two Alan Gough, from 
Walsall, appeared to have emerged 
unharmed from the accident during a 
day trip to Ullswater in January. 

But the effects of 
the capsizing took 
their toll while driving 
on his journey home, 
"Tf an inquest heard. 

The 57-year-old 
had swum back to the 
shore after the duck- 
ing and dried him- 
H self off for the return 

trip, having seemingly

minutes into the journey home, the estate 
agent fell unconscious at the wheel of the 
Mercedes and crashed into a drystone wall. 

A pathologist’s report showed that he 
died from ‘secondary drowning’, a rare 
phenomenon that can happen hours after 
breathing in water. The inquest, which 
took place in Cumbria, heard that Mr 
Gough had swallowed a significant amount 
of water when his canoe overturned. 

He was pronounced dead at the scene 
despite efforts to revive him by his friend 
John Robinson, who was with him that day, 
and others. 

In a statement read out at the hearing, 
Mr Robinson told how the pair had trav¬ 
elled to Ullswater on January 4, arriving at 
their destination at 9am. He said: “I saw 
him capsize about 50 yards from shore. He 
swam to the shore and I noticed he had 
blood under his left nostril. I got him dry 
clothes and set back to the car park.” 

Assistant coroner Alan Sharpe recorded a 
conclusion of misadventure.

“Our staff have previously put 
on pub afternoons, with quizzes, 
dominoes, darts, sing-alongs, pork 
scratchings and some cheese and 
onion cobs.” Communal facilities at 
the centre include a reminiscence 
room and a hair salon.

Gripes on overgrown grass sparks 
U-turn over parks and open land 


PARKS and fields will be trimmed 
more regularly under plans to fully 
restore grass cutting in Walsall, it 
has emerged. 

Complaints had been made about over¬ 
grown parks and open land after mowing 
was reduced as part of council cuts. 

The authority agreed more than £135,000 
savings from grass cuttings, parks and ground 
maintenance earlier this year. 

But new council bosses are now looking to

reverse the decision that was made when La¬ 
bour was in charge of the town hall amid con¬ 
cerns over the unsightly mess being created in 
the borough. 

The U-turn comes after a town hall vote last 
week that saw the Conservatives take control 
promising to makes changes in budget spend¬ 
ing. 

New council leader Mike Bird said: “We 
are going to make some changes. As I’ve gone 


round the borough there have been complaints 
about the state of the parkland areas where the 
grass is overgrown. 

“Disabled people who use scooters are saying 
the wheels can’t turn properly and that they 
are getting stuck in the long grass that gets 
wrapped round the wheels. 

“The decision to reduce the number of times 
that the grass is cut, along with others deci¬ 
sions made by the previous administration 
were approved by the cabinet of the day. 

“It will have to go back to the cabinet by law 
to be looked at first. I have asked the officers 


to prepare a report on this matter. The next 
meeting will be on June 24.” Angry families in 
Bloxwich have also complained that the Odell 
Road open space near their homes used as play¬ 
ing fields and for walking dogs is now at around 
a foot high, making it difficult for them to enjoy 
the area. Campaigner John Wright, of Irvine 
Road, said: “I have spoken to a lot of my neigh¬ 
bours who are unhappy with the state of the 
open ground. Several of us have been talking 
to our councillors about the situation and I’m 
hoping to hold talks to the new portfolio holder 
for parks for them to hear our views as well.”

WHILE walking down a narrow, 
shaded alleyway in Essaouira’s 
historic Medina, I am immedi¬ 
ately drawn to a shop covered in 
colourful painted ceramic plates. 

I approach with caution. This is Mo¬ 
rocco, after all, the place where, I’m 
told, you’re hassled by overzealous 
traders demanding you part with your 
dirhams in exchange for their goods - 
whether you want to or not. 

Gingerly, I start browsing, expecting the 
shopkeeper to pounce on me any second, 
but I’m left well alone. In fact, the only 
sound I’m aware of is a couple of kittens 
play-fighting in the doorway. A four-hour 
drive west from Marrakech, Essaouira has 
always been a popular bolt-on, providing 
much needed respite from the intense pace

of Morocco’s most popular city-break des¬ 
tination. But a new direct four-hour flight 
with easyJet from Luton means tourists can 
bypass the chaos and come straight to this 
sleepy coastal town. 

I’ve based myself at the Sofital Mogador 
Golf and Spa Hotel, a 10-minute drive 
from the centre, with views to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Although elegant and modern, the 
property has many traditional touches. 

But most of the action takes place close 
to the seafront Medina, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site recently used as a film loca¬ 
tion for Game Of Thrones. 

Alongside the tourist-friendly shops, 
selling ceramics, leather goods and carved 
thuya wood furniture, the busy main drag 
is lined with stalls stocking essentials for 
the medina’s full-time residents. The town 


is also packed with traditional houses called 
riads. I duck into the cool courtyard of one 
of these intricately tiled homes for my first 
taste of the country’s most famous drink. 

Also known as the whisky of Morocco 
(but without the booze, obviously), fresh 
mint tea is served in gilt-edged glasses and 
poured from a height to create the all-im¬ 
portant foamy head. 

Legend 

Fishing is Essaouira’s primary industry, 
and fresh seafood stalls can be found all 
along the waterfront. 

At La Chalet de Plage on Avenue Mo¬ 
hammed V, we grab a table on a verandah 
overlooking the sea and order huge platters 
of deliciously salty oysters, meaty prawns, 
sizzling calamari and spiky sea urchins. It’s 
all washed down with glasses of local wine 
(not bad at all), while owner Jeannot tells 
a story about the time Jimi Hendrix paid 


a visit to drink a beer and smoke a joint. 
Everywhere you go in Essaouira, tales of 
the rock legend’s sojourn here in the sum¬ 
mer of 1969 abound. 

Venturing back to the medina after sun¬ 
set, the streets are buzzing as I make my 
way to the Hotel Riad A1 Madina for a taste 
of Gnawa, traditional music. 

A three-piece band plays as percussion¬ 
ists dance into the hotel’s courtyard. Metal 
krakebs and tbal drums beat a frantic 
rhythm and the melody of the lute-like sin¬ 
ter is echoed with chants from the dancers. 

Early the next morning, I head to the 
beach. During the windy season, from April 
to September, Essaouira is a water-sport 
paradise. 

If you enjoy non-stop sunbathing, Es¬ 
saouira’s breezy climate might be off-put¬ 
ting, but for me it’s a small price to pay.

Pretender 
flexing its 
muscles

‘Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown,’ 
according to Shakespeare’s Henry IV and an 
odd way to start a car test, you might think, 

But the sentiment could perhaps apply to the leg¬ 
endary Golf GTi, for so long synonymous with perfor¬ 
mance hatchbacks, now there’s a young pretender 
flexing its considerable muscles. 

It’s the new, fourth generation Polo GTi: a smaller, lighter 
car now with its biggest, most powerful engine under the 
bonnet and quite capable of showing its big brother a clean 
pair of heels in the sprint. 

At £18,850 the new car is competitively priced to thwart 
the ambitions of other manufacturers keen to get their 
hands on the hot hatchback crown by undercutting the Golf, 
with the likes of the Peugeot 208 GTi and the Ford Fiesta ST. 

With its long experience of developing GTis and new en¬ 
gine technology, it’s hardly surprising that VW should pro¬ 
duce a very good, scaled down version based on the latest 
Polo, which first appeared a little over six months ago. 

The flagship Polo has a brand new engine increased in 
size from 1.4 to 1.8 litres which is based on the 2.0 litre tur¬ 
bocharged unit powering its Golf GTI stable mate. Power 
is up from 180 to 192PS but at least as important is the im¬ 
provement in its torque delivery which has such an impact 
on the car’s character and the driving experience. 

For versions fitted with the seven-speed DSG dual clutch 
transmission, you get a whopping 250Nm of torque at just 
1,250rpm, barely above tickover. That’s one of the reasons 
while its 0 to 62mph sprint time of just 6.7 seconds not only 
beats a selection of rivals but also the Golf GTi itself. 

But its about more than just being quick off the mark. The 
outright power plus all that low down torque means the this 
latest Polo GTI feels much more grown up, unruffled and 
effortless to drive, just like its bigger brother. 

Don’t be deceived, though, by this mature veneer. There’s 
still an awful lot of fun to be had and, when it comes to over¬ 
taking, a bit more pressure with the right foot will have you 
pressed back in the sports seat, around dawdling traffic and 
safely back on your side of the road as quickly as anything 
short of a very expensive supercar, 

Seamless 

The DSG transmission obviously adds to the price com¬ 
pared to the six-speed manual but to me it’s worth it. It is so 
quick and seamless it complements both sides of the car’s 
character: relaxed cruising or sportier driving. And you can 
use the up/down paddles behind the steering wheel if you 
want maximum control. 

Despite its potential, the Polo GTi isn’t a thirsty beast and 
in normal driving it shouldn’t be too hard to return some¬ 
thing like the official 47.1 mpg average. If you’re pushing a 
bit harder, though, the mid to high 30s are more likely. 

Compared to other Polos, the GTi gets a sharpened up 
steering system and revised suspension which, while sport¬ 
ingly firm, gives better ride comfort than some of its rivals 
and reduces body roll in the corners. 

It’s a really rewarding car to drive, with a lot going on un¬ 
der the skin, such as the XDS+ system on the front axle. 
Borrowed from the Golf GTi, this complements the standard 
stability and traction control systems by compensating for 
the understeer (tendency to run wide) which is a feature of 
front-wheel drive cars approaching their cornering limits. 

Along with this Polo’s stiffer chassis and uprated suspen¬ 
sion, it helps to give the car a very pleasantly neutral and 
precise feel through the twisty bits. 

While the new Polo is a ‘compact’ GTI, it’s roomier than 
you might think with plenty of space for four if not five in 
comfort. Remember that, like the rest of the new Polo family, 
it’s actually significantly bigger than the first generation Golf. 

It’s equipped to the standards of a range flagship, too, 
with plenty of comfort and sporting touches. 

On the outside there’s the trademark honeycomb grille 
and air intake red brake calipers, glass black door mirror 
housings and big, beefy alloy wheels. 

Inside there’s air conditioning, sports front seats, electric 
windows and door mirrors, a colour touch screen control 
for the multifunction information, communications and au¬ 
dio systems, a steering wheel with remote controls, plus 
chrome, black gloss and stitched leather trim. The Polo has 
features such as automatic stop/start, battery regeneration 
and a cylinder cut-off system which all contribute to the rel¬ 
atively frugal fuel consumption of such a powerful engine. 

In terms of running costs, its C02 rating is 139g/km (VED 
band E, currently £130 per annum), with a 20 per cent BIK 
tax liability for company car drivers.The insurance group is 
29E. It comes with a three year/60,000 mile warranty. While 
the DSG transmission costs more, it is slightly more eco¬ 
nomical with an official 50.4mpg: enough to lower its C02 
rating to 129g/km and therefore reduce your tax bill, too. 

It also has the full range of safety systems, from ABS and 
emergency brake control to an electronic diff lock and multi¬ 
ple airbags. There’s also an automatic distance control. 

The car has an impeccable pedigree and will certainly 
give competitors a run for their money. It’s a car with some¬ 
thing of a split personality: refined and mature for most of 
the time but instantly ready to put a big smile on your face, 
well worthy of a car in the top ranks of hot hatchbacks.

The next year, Leitao netted the only goal in a 1-0 
win at Sheffield United, a strike that saved Walsall 
from the drop. And in 2002/03 , he formed a formida¬ 
ble pairing with Brazilian Jose Junior in a front line 
which scored 30 goals. 

Of course, not every striker who signs for money 
hits the ground running, with Dale Banton strug¬ 
gling after joining for a nominal fee from York in 
1988. 

Banton was brought in to help replace David Kelly, 
who was sold to West Ham, but the forward made 
just 10 appearances, failing to score in the process.

Passing and possession is the key 


POSSESSION is king - that’s the message Wolves 
youngsters are being taught as they develop a club 
playing style from top to bottom. 

Boss Kenny Jackett is influencing the club’s ap¬ 
proach as they look to bring youth players through 
playing in an attractive passing style. 

Under-18 coach Rob Edwards revealed young¬ 
sters at that level are being encouraged to hit the 
the 400-passes per game mark. 

And they’re aiming to have 40 per cent of posses¬ 
sion in the opposition half. 

The team came on leaps and bounds throughout 
last season, suffering an indifferent start before 
winning six in a row. 

The team won six in a row last season including 
victories over Manchester United and Manchester 
City. 

Edwards, who has just finished his first year in 
the job having retired prematurely from playing, 
said his job was very much about developing players 
for the next level. 

“Possession is a big thing in football at the mo¬ 
ment and people talk about it a lot,” said Edwards, 
a former defender for Wolves and Villa. 

“People might say it’s alright having 70 per cent

of the possession but then you lost 1-0.1 remember 
talking to the gaffer about it earlier in the season 
and he said if you have 70 per cent of possession 
you’re going to win more games than you lose. 

“And that’s been our theme. We’ve aimed to get to 
around the 400 passes mark in games, and tried to 
have 40 per cent of possession in the opposition half. 

“I think that’s the key - it’s not possession for 
the sake of it but possession in constructive areas 
of the pitch. 

Develop 

“We want to be passing it in their half and the 
lads have really bought into it. 

“They want to play the right way because they 
want to improve and develop. 

“Asking them to lump it forward isn’t going to 
develop them.” 

Edwards said possession had been one of the keys 
to the team’s success in 2014/15. 

It culminated in Edwards and Scott Sellars coach¬ 
ing the under-19s to victory in the Bitzer Cup in 


Germany, beating Mexican side Chivas Guadalajara 
in the final. 

And the two coaches will promote youngsters to 
a higher level, be it the under-21s or even the first 
team, if they’re ready. 

Edwards added: “Imagine if someone like Michael 
Owen or Wayne Rooney had been held back and not 
played, it might have affected them. 

“If you’re good enough, you’re old enough and 
that’s been shown this year with Scott playing some 
of the first years in the under-21s to give them that 
test. 

“With the under-18s in particular, we’ve said if 
you’re doing the business, you’ll play. 

“And that level of competition is right. 

“When you get to the level of under-18s or un- 
der-21s, it’s got to mirror the first team set-up as 
much as possible and that’s to have that competi¬ 
tion for places however old you are. 

“That to me is the sort of return you want to 
see, the under-18s going in at that higher level and 
doing well. And it has to be their ambition. 

“I’ve played a lot of first year scholars in the un¬ 
der-18s this season. 

“You have to do that and pick the best team.”

RANDY LERNER could com¬ 
plete the £150 million sale of 
Villa within weeks after it was 
claimed a mystery bidder has 
been granted exclusivity. 

The American has been hoping to sell 
the club for the past year. 

It is thought an interested party has now en¬ 
tered the final stages of due diligence, aiming to 
complete the deal by next month. 

Three consortiums have been in negotiations 
including one involving former Chelsea executive 
Paul Smith. It is not clear at this stage whether 
Smith’s party is the one in the frame, with 
non-disclosure agreements ensuring names are 
kept out of the public domain. 

But Tim Sherwood is likely to remain as man¬ 
ager. 

The Villa boss began his summer overhaul by 
offering a new contract to defender Ron Vlaar, 
while record signing Darren Bent has joined 
Derby County. 

Sherwood has made clear his desire to retain 
Vlaar’s services. 

The Dutch international’s current deal expires 
at the end of the month and it is understood the 
30-year-old has requested more time to decide his 
future. 

Defender 

For much of the season it appeared the de¬ 
fender would leave the club he joined from Feye- 
noord for £3.2m in 2012. 

But Sherwood’s arrival as manager changed 
matters and Vlaar admitted after April’s FA Cup 
semi-final win over Liverpool he would consider 
staying, despite having lost the captain’s arm- 
band to Fabian Delph. 

Bent’s exit was more straightforward, the 
striker having fallen out of favour under previous 
boss Paul Lambert. 

The 31-year-old, a £24m signing from Sunder¬ 
land by Gerard Houllier in January 2011, scored 
12 goals in 13 games at the IPro Stadium while 
on loan at the end of the season. 

A £24million signing from Sunderland in Jan¬ 
uary 2011, the striker was instrumental in keep¬ 
ing Villa in the Premier League under Gerard 
Houllier. 

But he failed to recapture his early form.

“We are being linked with, quite 
strongly in some cases, all manner of 
players from all corners of the globe and 
the stories are simply not true. What I 
can say is that we have spoken to the 
agents of Claudio and Gareth and we 
have now made our offers to them and 
I’m awaiting a response. 

“The stories build an expectation of 
business which the fans feed on and 
I don’t think that helps us in the long 
term. 

“Tony has made it clear that he wants 
to shake things up so we are not resting 
on our laurels. But it is important for 
supporters to stay calm.” 

The Baggies have already tied down 
Yacob and goalkeeper Boaz My hill for 
next season by activating one-year op¬ 
tions in their contracts. 

But they are keen to keep the pair for 
longer by agreeing new, extended deals. 
McAuley, meanwhile, is a free agent 
after his contract expired at the end 
of the season but Pulis is a fan of the 
35-year-old and has instructed Garlick 
to try to keep him.
